Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Mr. Hasan argued that Veeramasuneni et al. is not applicable against the present claims, that all require applying to 
set-gypsum containing material at least one member from each of the following types of inorganic phosphate 
salts:monobasic phosphate salts, trimetaphosphate salts, and acyclic polyphosphate salts having at least three 
phosphate units, given that there is no disclosure or suggestion in Veeramasuneni et al. of combining different classes 
of phosphates, i.e. there is no disclosure of combining polyphosphates and monophosphates. While Veeramasuneni et 
al. disclose mixtures of sodium trimetaphosphate and ammonium polyphosphate, Mr. Hasan argued that there is no 
disclosure or suggestion in Veeramasuneni et al. of combining all three types of phosphate materials as presently 
claimed. 

Further, Mr. Hasan noted that the claims were not obvious over Veeramasuneni et al. in view of the comparative 
data in the present specification which shows that composition comprising all three types of presently claimed 
phosphates is superior to compositions comprising only one or two types of phosphates. 

Upon reconsideration and in view of the above arguments, examiner agreed that there was no disclosure in 
Veeramasuneni et al. of combining polyphosphates and monophosphates and thus, no disclosure of combining 
monophosphate salt, trimetaphosphate salt, and acyclic polyphosphate salt as required in the present claims. In light of 
this, as well as the comparative data in the present specification, the examiner agrees that Veeramasuneni et al. is no 
longer applicable against the present claims. 
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
